INTRODUCTION.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  for  1951  for 
the  Baildon  Urban  District. 

Vital  Statistics. 

Total  births  numbered  114,  17  lower  than  in  the  previous  year, 
giving  a standardised  rate  of  11.3  against  12.8.  The  Stillbirth  Rate 
fell  from  50.7  to  17.2  but  Infantile  Mortality  increased  from  38.2 
to  52.6  in  1951.  This,  however,  only  represented  6 deaths  of  children 
under  1 year,  against  5 in  the  previous  year.  There  were  no  maternal 
deaths,  nor  was  there  considerable  change  in  deaths  from  Malignant 
Disease  or  Tuberculosis. 

Infectious  Disease. 

Apart  from  prevalence  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough,  the  only 
outstanding  feature  to  report  was  the  occurrence  of  two  cases  of 
Paratyphoid  Fever  identified  with  an  outbreak  in  Bradford.  Continued 
absence  of  Diphtheria  should  only  serve  to  emphasise  the  need  for 
protecting  all  children  above  6 months  of  age. 


Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

Increased  attendances  at  Baildon  Clinic  were  noted  and  a majority 
of  confinements  were  delivered  in  various  Maternity  Homes.  Slow 
progress  was  effected  in  the  erection  of  the  Day  Nursery  at  Green 
Lane. 

Care  of  the  Aged. 

An  active  voluntary  Association  has  been  formed  with  Executive, 
Finance,  Social  and  Visitation  Sub-Committees.  Two  Havens 
function,  one  at  Town  Gate  and  another  at  Charlestown.  The 
enthusiasm  exhibited  by  Baildon  Councillors  and  their  devoted  band 
of  volunteers  is  worthy  of  commendation. 
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General. 


I regret  the  very  slow  rate  of  housing  progress  mentioned  in  the 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  report  and  particularly  the  number  of  old  prop- 
erties prejudicial  to  health  and  dangerous  to  the  public. 

There  is  a most  urgent  need  of  clearance  in  the  Woodbottom 

area. 


I am  concerned  about  the  emission  of  smoke  in  the  town.  It  is 
not  widely  enough  recognised  how  serious  a menace  exists  to  health 
by  the  emission  of  black  smoke  over  long  periods  of  the  day. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  help  of  your  Chairman 
and  his  Committee  and  support  so  willingly  rendered  by  Mr.  Howard 
Moore,  Mr.  Horsfall  and  other  officials.

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Social  Conditions. 


Baildon  is  a three-tier  residential  town  at  the  gateway  to  Wharfe- 
dale,  separated  from  Shipley  and  Bingley  on  the  one  hand  by  the 
River  Aire,  the  Leeds  and  Liverpool  Canal  and  the  L.M.S.  Railway, 
and  from  Bradford  by  a green  belt  at  Esholt.  The  lower  tier  forms 
the  industrial  area  with  mills,  factories  and  workshops.  The  middle 
tier  includes  the  shopping  and  administrative  centre,  and  the  upper 
is  mostly  residential  property  highly  situate  on  the  moorland. 

The  population  occupy  approximately  3,500  houses,  mostly 
modern  in  type,  although  some  old-type  property  remains  around 
Towngate,  at  Baildon  Green  and  at  Tong  Park.  There  is  ample 
room  for  extension  in  the  Glen  and  West  Lane  areas,  and  the  northern 
perimeter  of  the  town  is  moorland.  Land  extensive  enough  for  456 
houses  has  been  acquired  at  the  Knoll  Estate,  and  the  Council  has  also 
acquired  12  acres  in  the  East  Ward. 


Population  and  Employment.

A rapid  increase  due  to  migration  in  the  inter-war  period 
accounted  for  a 46%  increase  between  1921  and  1939.  This  was 
predominantly  of  older  age  group  structure  with  consequently  a low 
fertility  rate.  In  Baildon  there  was  therefore  a state  of  populational 
expansion  with  low  potentiality.  This  feature  was  an  exaggeration 
of  the  national  trend  the  national  increment  being  insignificant.  Post 
war  increase  in  the  Birth  Rate  merely  balanced  war  time  decrease  and 
the  local  picture  is  one  of  a diminishing  younger  age  group,  diminish- 
ing Birth  Rate  and  a rapidly  ageing  population. 

The  high  female  to  male  ratio  of  working  population  is  repre- 
sentative of  the  textile  area  generally.  Eight  large  firms  employ 
2,660  workers  locally,  the  principal  industry  being  woollen  textile  and 
engineering.  Considerably  over  one  half  of  the  male  population  is 
estimated  to  be  engaged  in  the  textile  industry.  A considerable  inter- 
change of  working  population  occurs  in  each  direction  daily  between 
Baildon  and  neighbouring  towns. 

The  office  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour,  Shipley,  serves  both  Shipley 
and  Baildon. 

Unemployment  remains  at  a low  figure  and  in  the  main  consists 
of  older  men,  the  placing  of  whom  in  suitable  work  is  not  easy. 
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Public  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 

Medical  Practitioner  Liaison. 

The  Department  has  enjoyed  the  support  and  co-operation  of  the 
Family  Doctors  both  resident  in  Baildon  and  those  Medical  Practi- 
tioners who  occasionally  practice  within  the  township.  Contacts 
between  the  Practitioners,  Home  Nurses  and  Midwives  have  been 
close  over  a period  of  years.  The  development  of  Care  and  After 
Care  services  provides  scope  for  the  promotion  of  a similar  relationship 
between  the  Doctors  and  Health  Visitors.  The  services  of  the  Health 
Visitor  can  be  of  considerable  use  to  the  Practitioner  in  providing 
socio-medical  histories  and  a link  between  Hospitals,  Health  Depart- 
ment and  the  Private  Doctor. 

Baildon  has  one  resident  Home  Nurse,  a resident  Midwife  and 
one  Health  Visitor.  This  concentrates  domiciliary  services  in  a small 
group  and  promotes  team  work.  There  is  also  close  co-operation 
between  these  officers  and  the  officers  of  the  Urban  District  Council. 

Hospital  Liaison. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a member  of  the  Sub-Committee 
of  the  Bradford  “A”  Group  Hospital  Management  Committee 
responsible  for  Salt’s  Hospital  and  the  Shipley  Maternity  Home.  An 
increasing  number  of  Baildon  patients  are  admitted  to  both  these  In- 
stitutions. 

Liaison  with  Doctors,  Nursing  Staff  and  Almoners  is  increasing 
from  week  to  week  at  Bradford  Royal  Infirmary,  St.  Luke’s  Hospital, 
Clayton,  the  Children’s  Hospital,  and  Leeds  Road  and  Morton  Banks 
Infectious  Disease  Hospitals.  Few  requests  have,  however,  been  forth- 
coming for  medical  reports  on  in-patients,  and  there  is  also  scope  for 
an  increase  in  the  demands  for  Care  and  After  Care  in  cases  ready 
for  discharge. 

Maternity  Home. 

Shipley  Maternity  Home  has  20  beds  for  normal  patients.  Priority 
for  admission  is  granted  on  the  basis  of: — 

(i)  Abnormal  history.  (iii)  Multipara  4 +. 

(ii)  Primipara.  (iv)  Social  conditions. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  Matron,  Miss  Beaulah,  for  her  co- 
operation in  this  work. 

Increasing  admissions  of  expectant  mothers  from  Baildon  have 
been  arranged.  When  beds  are  fully  booked  recommendations  are 
made  for  other  County  Homes.  In  some  instances  home  conditions 
and  circumstances  favour  delivery  of  the  patients  in  the  mother’s  own 
home  and,  although  this  is  against  popular  trends  in  recent  years, 
there  is  distinct  need  for  an  increase  in  the  number  of  women  prepared 
to  arrange  delivery  in  their  own  homes.  At  present  we  have  not 
been  able  to  reduce  the  percentage  of  institutional  confinements  below 
70. 
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Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

Baildon  Clinic. 

This  is  a commodious  Clinic  for  infant  welfare  work.  Sessions 
are  held  each  Monday  afternoon  at  the  Methodist  Church  Hall, 
Westgate,  from  2 p.m.  onwards.  A Doctor  and  Health  Visitor  are  in 
attendance. 

Re-decoration  carried  out  and  re-adjustment  of  accommodation 
used  was  approved  by  the  Church  Trustees.  Coupled  with  the 
zeal  of  the  staff  and  voluntary  workers,  the  result  has  been 
a marked  increase  in  clinic  attendances.  It  is  most  gratifying  to  report 
this  when  one  considers  how  difficult  of  access  any  single  site  in  Bail- 
don proves  for  a very  large  number  of  residents.  Children  and  mothers 
in  need  of  Specialist  services  are  referred  to  Somerset  House,  Shipley.

Progress  was  delayed  by  fluctuations  in  policy,  and  only  clearing 
of  the  site  and  levelling  were  attempted  during  the  year. 

Domiciliary  Services. 

Care  of  the  Aged. 

Staff  work  on  behalf  of  aged  persons  by  Health  Visitors,  Home 
Nurses  and  Home  Helps  is  referred  to  in  appropriate  sections  for  each 
service. 

Baildon  Aged  Persons’  Welfare  Association. 

Formed  in  late  1950,  rapid  progress  was  made  and  the  Associa- 
tion have  Executive,  Finance,  Social  and  Visitation  Sub-Committees. 
In  addition  the  Association  opened  two  havens,  one  at  Town  Gate 
rooms  granted  by  the  Baildon  Urban  District  Council,  and  one  at 
Charlestown  Methodist  Church. 
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The  following  extracts  are  taken  from  the  first  Annual  Report: — 

“ Social  Sub-Committee. 

Councillor  H.  Moore  as  Chairman  and  Councillor  J.  A.  Schofield  as 
Secretary  have  gathered  round  them  a band  of  real  workers  and  it  is 
our  pleasure  to  report  that  the  first  Haven  at  Towngate  Rooms  since 
its  opening  by  Mr.  Farrar  Peel  on  the  8th  March,  1951,  has  gone  from 
strength  to  strength.  Games  are  provided  and  light  refreshments  served, 
occasional  entertainments  are  provided.  During  the  summer  the  mem- 
bers had  a half  day  outing  to  Knaresborough  and  Harrogate  and  a full 
day  to  Whitby  at  the  invitation  of  a local  Sportsmen’s  Committee. 
During  the  darker  nights  a Social  Evening  was  held  and  also  a Christ- 
mas Party  and  a visit  to  the  Pantomime  was  also  arranged.  A Chiropody 
service  has  also  been  provided. 

Visitation  Committee. 

On  September  14th  we  were  able  to  launch  our  Visitation  Committee 
under  the  Chairmanship  of  Mr.  P.  Walker  with  Mrs.  M.  E.  Robson 
as  Secretary  and  its  members  and  helpers  are  now  visiting  regularly 
a good  number  of  infirm  people  and  are  finding  much  appreciation 
and  encouragement  in  their  work,  many  of  these  people  were  provided 
with  transport  to  the  Christmas  Party  and  the  remainder  had  tea  taken 
into  their  homes.  Various  kinds  of  help  has  been  obtained  for  persons 
needing  assistance. 

We  earnestly  believe  that  our  endeavours  to  meet  the  needs  and  problems 
of  the  old  people  will  continue  to  be  successful  if  we  can  be  assured 
in  the  future  of  the  same  enthusiastic  and  active  support  from  the 
members  of  our  Committee  and  the  goodwill  of  the  General  Public. 
From  a small  beginning  we  feel  we  have  achieved  some  results  and  this 
is  an  incentive  to  greater  efforts. 

Generally  the  opportunity  of  serving  our  “ Elder  Citizens  ” is 
appreciated  and  we  should  like  to  thank  all  who  have  contributed  in 
any  way,  by  service  or  donations  to  the  measure  of  success  achieved 
so  far  and  to  appeal  for  continuous  and  loyal  support  during  the  coming 
years. 

We  express  our  thanks  to  the  Members  of  the  Baildon  Urban  District 
Council  for  the  free  use  of  Towngate  Rooms  and  the  Town  Hall  for 
our  Committee  Meetings. 

We  also  express  thanks  to  the  West  Riding  County  Council  for  equip- 
ment for  the  Haven  provided  on  loan  by  them,  and  also  for  the  help 
and  assistance  of  the  County  Welfare  Officers.

Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After  Care 
Health  Education  Propaganda 

Use  was  made  of  the  facilities  provided  by  the  Central  Council 
for  Health  Education.  Propaganda  material  was  provided  by  the 
West  Riding  County  Council.  The  following  are  examples  of  the 
steps  taken  to  promote  Health  Education  in  the  population: — 

1.  Posters  were  exhibited  on  the  principal  hoardings  centred  in 
the  Division. 

2.  Leaflets  were  distributed  in  Clinics  to  mothers  on  matters 
related  to  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

3.  Lectures  were  given  by  Medical  Officers  and  Sanitary  In- 
spectors to  the  General  Public,  Parent  Teacher  Associations, 
Clubs  and  other  organisations. 

4.  Distribution  of  leaflets  at  Exhibitions  and  in  Public  Works 
on  Industrial  Health. 

5.  Information  has  been  passed  to  the  Press  in  relation  to 
Infectious  Disease  and  other  subjects  when  appropriate. 

These  steps  are,  of  course,  additional  to  intensive  propaganda 
in  the  home  through  the  various  health  workers  of  the  Department.

Attendances. 

Large  numbers  of  school  children  were  sent  in  groups,  and 
furthermore  the  students  of  Bingley  Training  College  paid  repeated 
visits.  As  part  of  their  training  some  nursery  children  also  visited 
the  Exhibition  and  were  watched  with  a view  to  seeing  the  interest 
they  exhibited.  From  midday  the  Exhibition  was  open  to  the  public 
who  attended  in  increasing  numbers  throughout  the  week.  It  was 
evident  that  another  week  would  have  brought  the  public  in  even 
greater  numbers.  Facilities  were  available  for  professional  groups, 
Nurses,  Doctors  and  Midwives.  Lectures  given  filled  the  York  Room 
on  each  occasion,  and  one  of  the  high-lights  was  the  Brains  Trust  held 

on  Wednesday,  9th  May.

Aims. 

To  give  a general  and  synoptic  but  not  exhaustive  view  of  the 
range  of  the  subject  and  to  show  the  link  between  Local  Authority 
and  Local  Health  Authority  in  the  discharge  of  the  statutory  and  other 
health  functions.  Emphasis  was  laid  on  the  scope  of  the  subject  and 
relationships  with  other  services  such  as  Public  Utilities,  Curative 
Medicine  and  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Facilities  were  provided 
to  demonstrate  special  provisions  for  special  groups  in  the  community, 
e.g.,  expectant  mothers,  the  young  child,  the  aged  person,  the  problem 
family. 

Preventive  medicine  was  represented  in  its  widest  sense,  from 
infectious  disease,  immunology  and  environmental  sanitation  to  such 
subjects  as  the  prevention  of  road  and  home  accidents. 
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Results. 

This  is  always  difficult  to  assess  since  public  health  affects  every- 
one personally  and  has  a pervasive  influence  on  the  home.  Again 
technical  complexities  made  it  difficult  to  feel  that  for  the  average 
person  one  visit  was  sufficient.  Fortunately  it  was  obvious  that  many 
realised  this  and  it  was  a pleasure  to  observe  many  people  paying  a 
second  and  third  visit.  Public  interest,  however,  was  unique  and  led 
one  to  believe  that  in  Shipley  Division  the  population  are  sensitive  to 
the  subject,  critical  and  alert  on  matters  of  public  health  and  welfare. 
Undoubtedly  this  has  been  due  to  the  influence  of  the  Press  and  years 
of  labour  by  Council  members  and  officials.  Interest  evoked  was  often 
shown  by  apparently  casual  questions,  and  of  course  by  remarks  over- 
heard. Help  rendered  was  unstinted  and  obviously  much  enjoyment 
was  derived.  Thirty  hours  before  the  Opening  Ceremony  the  Hall 
was  empty,  and  much  skill  and  ingenuity  applied  to  relieve  the  qualms 
of  the  organisers.  Appreciation  must  be  expressed  of  the  work  of  the 
Advisory  Committee  and  others  too  numerous  to  mention,  and  it  was 
fully  realised  that  the  nominal  cost  was  but  a fraction  of  the  generous 
assistance  given  by  Councils,  Exhibitors,  Public  Utilities  and  ir»- 
dividuals. 


Hospitals. 

Some  progress  has  been  effected  in  the  Care  and  After  Care 
Services,  and  a notable  increase  occurred  in  the  number  of  requests 
for  socio-medical  reports  from  Hospital. 

Convalescent  Homes. 

Under  the  County  Council’s  scheme  13  local  patients  were 
admitted  to  Convalescent  Homes,  travel  arrangements  being  made 
where  necessary.  Patients  were  required  to  pay  a proportion  of  the 
cost,  according  to  their  ability  as  assessed. 

Home  Help  Service. 

Recruitment  of  suitable  women  as  Home  Helps  against  the  com- 
petitive claims  of  industry  proved  a problem.  The  majority  of  women 
are  in  need  of  full-time,  regular  and  guaranteed  work,  such  as  is  offered 
by  textile  mills,  and  are  wary  of  working  as  a Home  Help  without 
guaranteed  employment.  An  awkward  feature  of  the  local  service  is 
the  employment  of  salaried  Home  Helps  paid  for  44  hours  a week,  and 
for  whom  work  must  be  found  to  provide  full-time  occupation.  If 
for  any  reason  employment  at  a particular  case  ceases  unexpectedly, 
a casual  worker  may  have  to  be  taken  off  work  to  provide  hourage 
for  the  salaried  employee. 

We  may  not  at  any  one  time  exceed  our  permitted  establishment 
of  Home  Helps.  This  does  not  permit  flexibility  to  meet  ever  recurring 
emergencies,  and  may  result  in  unfortunate  reduction  of  allotted  hours, 
or  sometimes  in  terminating  cases  in  need  of  extended  help. 
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Demand  exceeded  authorised  supply  and  the  latter  is  well  below 
what  may  be  classed  an  optimum  figure.  I am  of  the  opinion  that  the 
present  establishment  of  21  should  be  25  in  summer  and  between  30 
and  35  in  winter  of  “ full  time  equivalent  ” Home  Helps  for  the 
Shipley  Division.  Inflexible  limits  imposed  checked  needs,  and  a 
natural  result  is  a reduction  in  hours  granted  or,  on  the  other  hand, 
cases  being  referred  to  the  National  Assistance  Board.  Scant  con- 
sideration has  been  given  to  how  much  money  this  Service  must  save 
in  hospital  or  institutional  beds,  how  much  suffering  is  relieved,  how 
many  accidents  in  the  home  prevented,  and  to  what  extent  prevalent 
under-feeding  in  the  aged  is  checked.  For  the  social  implications 
are  evidently  but  dimly  perceived.  Have  the  persons  responsible  for 
policy  really  studied  the  habits  of  the  aged,  how  they  live,  their 
tendency  to  deteriorate,  the  influence  on  their  health  of  forgetfulness, 
of  petty  falls  and  the  increasing  tendency  for  the  aged  person  to  neglect 
him  or  herself  and  eke  existence  on  a pittance  ? Apart  from  poverty, 
physical  help  in  housework  is  frequently  required  and  no  responsible 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  would  pretend  that  the  present  scheme  more 
than  touches  the  fringe  of  possible  needs.  Residential  Homes  and 
hospital  provisions  accommodate  only  2%  of  elderly  persons. 

In  a few  cases  it  was  necessary  for  the  patient  to  refuse  help 
on  account  of  the  assessed  charge.  Long-continued  cases  of  chronic 
sickness  and  infirmity  find  particular  difficulty  in  meeting  payments 
for  help  received.  In  some  families  each  increment  in  wages  to  meet 
the  cost  of  living  raises  the  charges  in  the  assessments  scale. 

Probably  most  important  of  all  is  the  need  for  training  of  Home 
Helps  which  would  produce  more  efficient  staff  and  promote  con- 
fidence in  the  service. 

This  much  is  certain,  the  Service  has  come  to  stay,  is  bound  to 
dev'clop  and  even  now  we  cannot  gauge  its  potentialities.  Financial 
implications  require  futher  research.  If  more  work  is  expected  of  the 
aged,  then  more  provision  is  required  for  the  infirm  aged  partner 
who  may  be  left  in  the  home.

General  Administration. 

The  Public  Health  Office  at  the  Town  Hall,  Shipley,  affords 
accommodation  for  the  staff  of  the  Local  Authority  (Shipley)  and 
County  Divisional  Health  Staff. 

Although  development  of  the  Public  Health  Department  since 
1948  by  centralising  the  Divisional  Office  at  Shipley  was  anticipated, 
the  rate  of  increase  would  have  been  difficult  to  forecast.  For  example, 
correspondence  alone  in  four  years  increased  by  300%  and  this  does 
not  merely  represent  work  classifiable  as  “ passed  to  you  for  reference.” 
Problems  giving  concern  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  include  the 
need  for  more  space  for  the  staff:  additional  storage  accommodation 
for  files  and  records:  rooms  for  interviewing  the  public:  separate 
accommodation  for  the  Home  Help  Service:  separate  accommodation 
for  typing.  No  easy  solution  occurs  as  the  present  office  is  central, 
modern,  convenient,  and  ideally  situated  for  co-operation  with  Shipley 
Council  Departments,  the  Divisional  Education  Office  and  other 
County  and  L.A.  Departments.  In  my  opinion  the  contiguity  of  the 
Health  and  Education  Offices  is  a fundamental  necessity  for  adequate 
administration  of  the  School  Health  Service,  as  rapid  and  immediate 
personal  contact  must  be  established  between  the  entire  staff  of  each 
department.  Again  the  Sanitary  staff  must  be  immediately  available 
to  advise  County  staff  on  environmental  matters.  Whilst  appreciating 
our  present  difficulties,  on  balance  the  merits  of  administrative  contact 
outweigh  the  lack  of  facilities  although  I regret  our  inability  to  offer 
enquirers  the  degree  of  privacy  they  might  otherwise  enjoy. 

Accommodation  in  the  Department  is  available  for  Health  Visitors 
and  Mental  Health  Social  Workers,  and  a distinctive  feature  of  the 
Department  is  the  high  percentage  of  professional  workers  employed 
“ in  the  field.”  A representative  sample  includes  Sanitary  Inspectors, 
Health  Visitors,  Midwives,  District  Nurses,  Physiotherapist,  Speech 
Therapist,  School  Nurses,  Clinic  Nurses,  Duly  Authorised  Officer  and 
Home  Helps.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  the  assistance  of  a 
Deputy  (Dr.  H.  Gray),  Dr.  G.  Buckle  and  Dr.  M.  M.  Neil,  while 
Consultants  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  are  available  in  Clinics  for 
Orthopaedics,  Dermatology,  Ophthalmology,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat, 
and  when  necessary  an  Obstetric  Consultant  is  on  call. 


Laboratory  Service. 

Existing  arrangements  for  collection,  delivery,  examination  and 
reports  on  specimens  and  consequent  preventive  action  remain  un- 
changed. 

Practically  all  samples,  bacteriological,  water,  and  milk  were  sub- 
mitted during  the  year  to  the  Bradford  Laboratory  of  the  Medical 
Research  Council.  Prompt  delivery  secures  early  reports,  and  delay 
is  minimised  by  the  proximity  of  the  Laboratory  and  a preliminary 
telephone  report  from  the  Bacteriologist.  This  has  been  of  great 
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Bacteriological  Examinations,  1951.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

(Including  Tuberculosis). 


Diphtheria. 

Although  another  year  passed  without  a case  of  Diphtheria  there 
is  still  urgent  need  for  maintenance  of  the  high  immunisation  rate  in 
the  age  groups  0-15. 

Measles. 

122  of  147  notified  cases  occurred  during  epidemic  season  in  the 
second  quarter.  With  two  exceptions  all  were  under  10  years  of  age. 

Whooping  Cough. 

63  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  and  with  one  single  excep- 
tion were  under  10  years  of  age.  A vaccine  is  now  available  through 
the  West  Riding  County  Council  for  immunisation  at  the  family 
doctor’s  surgery  or  Local  Health  Authority  Clinic.  Not  being  a 
combined  vaccine  this  necessitates  three  additional  injections.  We 
still  await  issue  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  final  results  of  the  intensive 
research  which  has  been  conducted  by  the  Medical  Research  Council 
and  consequently  no  general  immunisation  campaign  against  Whoop- 
ing Cough  has  Ijeen  begun. 

Paratyphoid. 

2 cases  of  Paratyphoid  Fever  identified  with  an  outbreak  in  a 
Girls’  School  in  Bradford  were  isolated  in  hospital.  Contacts  were 
kept  under  surveillance,  other  necessary  preventive  measures  were 
taken  and  no  further  spread  occurred. 

Poliomyelitis. 

2 cases  were  notified.  The  incidence  was  lower  than -in  previous 
years. 
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Tuberculosis. 

8 new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified,  7 respiratory  and  1 
non-respiratory,  and  2 deaths  were  assigned  to  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis. There  has  been  little  change  in  provisions  for  the  tuberculosis, 
preventive  and  curative  work  being  carried  out  by  the  Consultant 
Tuberculosis  Officer  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  with  the 
valued  assistance  of  the  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor. 

Scabies  and  Verminous  Infestation. 

Scabies  is  treated  free  of  charge  at  Spurr  Road  Cleansing  Centre. 

This  is  an  old  A.R.P.  Decontamination  Centre  which  has  been  adapted 
and  redecorated  with  hot  and  cold  showers,  undressing  and  dressing 
rooms,  and  nurse’s  room. 

The  method  of  treatment  is  by  Benzyl  Benzoate  after  showering 
of  patient.  Contacts  are  encouraged  to  attend  and  usually  receive  one 
treatment. 

There  has  been  a rapid  decline  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Scabies 
since  the  end  of  the  war.  During  1951  only  20  cases  and  contacts 
attended  for  cleansing  from  the  Division.  Secondary  infections  are 
few  and,  generally  speaking,  one  treatment  suffices.  One  routine  ses- 
sion is  held  weekly  with  a nurse  in  attendance. 

Louse  Infestation. 

This  continues  to  be  persistently  present  among  a percentage  of 
the  population,  particularly  the  pre-school  and  school  child,  although 
it  is  difficult  to  estimate  its  prevalence  in  the  young  adolescent.  The 
control  of  louse  infestation  is  a perennial  problem,  usually  identified 
with  School  Medicine.  Reports  are  submitted  monthly  to  each  group 
of  School  Managers  and  the  total  number  of  infested  cases  and  the 
follow-up  in  connection  with  each  given.  The  general  principle 
adopted  is  that  the  mother  is  in  the  first  case  encouraged  to  co-operate, 
and  where  a case  is  found  either  of  louse  infestation  or  nits,  other  mem- 
bers of  the  family  are  examined.  The  reservoir  of  infection  for  most 
school  children  is  generally  the  member  of  the  “ problem  family.” 
Such  are  the  methods  of  treatment  available  and  their  efficacy  that 
there  is  no  reasonable  excuse  for  a child  continuing  to  be  infested 
over  a period.  By  tact,  persistence  and  conscientious  application, 
the  School  Nurses  and  Health  Visitors  have  enormously  reduced  the 
incidence  of  infestation  in  the  population.

Mental  Health  Service. 

Mr.  Greenwood,  the  Duly  Authorised  Officer,  was  responsible 
for  admissions  to  Mental  Hospitals  and  kept  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  informed  throughout  the  year  by  requisite  notices.  Notifica- 
tions of  discharge  were  received  from  the  respective  hospitals. 

Mental  Health. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  discussed  the  after  care  of  dis- 
charged patients  with  Superintendents  of  Mental  Hospitals.  Although 
routine  notice  of  discharge  reaches  the  Department,  there  is  no  accom- 
panying request  forthcoming  to  follow  up  the  case.  After  Care  is, 
however,  a statutory  duty  imposed  upon  the  Local  Health  Authority, 
although  this  cannot  be  implemented  without  a specific  request  from 
the  Psychiatrist.  Whilst  fully  recognising  the  innumerable  problems 
confronting  the  Alienist,  I cannot  accept  that  an  Almoner  operating 
from  the  Hospital  can  establish  close  and  frequent  relationship,  acquire 
a full  knowledge  of  the  patient  and  his  surroundings,  maintain  records 
and  follow  up  the  course  of  the  patient’s  history  after  his  discharge 
as  “ relieved,”  nor  in  my  opinion  are  the  multiple  personal  and  domes- 
tic problems  affecting  both  in  and  out-patients  adequately  investigated 
either  in  relation  to  the  past  history  of  the  patient  or  his  environment. 
Repercussions  of  this  void  frequently  reach  all  Welfare  Department, 
e.g.,  urgent  housing  requirements  and  family  matters  on  the  care  of 
children  and  need  for  marriage  guidance.  The  problem  whether  a case 
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can  be  supervised  so  as  to  prevent  re-admission  needs  investigation  and 
cannot  be  unravelled  \vithin  the  walls  of  a Mental  Hospital.  Is  there 
sufficient  knowledge  of  the  social  history  of  the  patient,  familiarity 
with  his  place  of  employment  or  a knowledge  of  his  family  relation- 
ships which  factors  must  greatly  influence  his  mental  state  ? For 
the  Health  Department  should  know  the  home,  the  work,  the  marriage 
partner,  relatives,  the  children  and  other  facets  of  the  patient’s  life, 
and  this  could  be  substantially  increased  through  the  co-operation  of 
the  family  Doctor.  The  real  danger  is  regarding  the  patient  as  an 
isolated  clinical  case.  At  the  present  time  sources  of  information  on 
and  guidance  for  a patient  are  untapped.  This  is  a field  of  study  and 
research  which,  if  explored,  would  greatly  benefit  persons  mentally  ill. 

The  Occupation  Centre  for  children  classified  “ ineducable  ” 
was  continued  throughout  the  year  at  Bingley,  and  training  for  children 
from  both  Keighley  and  Shipley  Divisions.  Children  are  conveyed  to 
the  Centre  by  ’bus  or  taxi  from  central  points,  and  meals  and  milk 
provided  by  the  Education  Department  from  Mornington  Road  School. 

Medical  examinations,  medical  records,  clinic  facilities  with 
Health  Visitors  in  attendance,  are  maintained.  Modern  equipment 
has  been  provided  for  formal  training  and  free  play,  and  Occupational 
Therapy  undertaken. 

There  is  one  Supervisor  and  three  members  of  the  staff  who  also 
accompany  the  children  to  and  from  the  Centre.  As  mentioned  in 
last  year’s  report  there  is  a lack  of  modern  amenities  for  washing,  and 
no  adjoining  grounds  for  outdoor  exercise.  The  Centre  has  given 
valuable  training  in  most  cases,  and  even  in  the  very  difficult  child, 
at  least  much  relief  is  afforded  the  parent.  Staff  have  been  loyal  and 
hard  working,  operating  as  they  do  against  many  difficulties  which  can 
only  be  effectively  overcome  by  transfer  to  the  new  ‘ ad  hoc  ’ Centre  at 
Keighley. 

The  parents  of  the  children  at  the  Centre  formed  a Committee 
which  has  been  most  co-operative,  active  and  generous  in  their  assist- 
ance to  the  children.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary 
and  Cleansing  Services  of  your  District  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1951. 

During  the  year  two  houses  were  completed  on  the  Knoll  Hous- 
ing Estate  and  these  were  part  of  the  contract  scheduled  for  completion 
in  1950.  Six  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise. 

A total  of  eight  new  houses  for  the  year  shows  very  little  progress 
with  the  rehousing  programme  when  compared  with  the  figures  for  the 
two  preceding  years,  in  which  34  houses  were  completed  in  1950  and 
52  houses  were  completed  in  1949.  The  number  of  new  applications 
received  during  the  year  for  the  tenancy  of  Council  houses  totalled  81. 

Deterioration  of  properties  in  certain  parts  of  the  district  is  a 
cause  for  further  anxiety  and  is  liable  to  aggravate  the  housing 
position  and  indirectly  affect  the  health  of  the  public;  I can  only 
reiterate  a remark  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1949  which  is  a factor 
often  overlooked  and  that  is,  if  members  of  the  community  are  to 
continue  to  live  in  harmony,  each  family  should  have  a home  of  its 
own  and  newly  married  couples  should  not  be  obliged  to  live  with 
parents. 

Progress  in  other  directions,  however,  has  been  good.  The  Refuse 
Collection  Service  has  given  less  cause  for  complaints  than  in  previous 
years.  This  is  due  to  a better  understanding  between  the  persons 
employed  in  the  department,  and  secondly,  the  vehicles  have  been 
kept  on  the  road  and  no  time  has  been  lost,  thus  a regular  seven  day 
collection  service  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

Income  from  the  sale  of  salvage  shows  a startling  increase  of  241.3  % 
over  last  year’s  income,  due  solely  to  the  sale  of  waste  paper  which 
has  brought  in  90%  of  the  £2,034  total  income  from  salvage. 

During  the  year  under  review  one  could  see  a marked  improve- 
ment in  the  way  in  which  notices  were  complied  with.  Labour  and 
materials  have  been  much  easier  to  obtain  than  in  the  past.

5.  Overcrowding. 

Many  cases  of  overcrowding  families  are  brought  to  my  notice 
from  inquiries  at  the  department  by  applicants  for  the  tenancy  of 
Council  houses.  At  the  same  time,  a large  proportion  of  applicants 
report  minor  defects  to  their  houses,  with  a view  to  obtaining  priority 
on  the  Council’s  Housing  List.  Much  work  has  been  done  to  prolong 
the  life  of  old  property  until  new  accommodation  can  be  found  for 
families  who  occupy  such  houses,  but  the  increased  cost  of  housing 
repairs,  together  with  the  comparatively  cheap  rents  are  forcing  down 
the  standard  of  existing  property.  Consequently,  difficulties  of  this 
nature  are  encountered  when  notices  are  served  in  regard  to  the  main- 
tenance of  deteriorating  properties. 

When  more  housing  accommodation  becomes  available,  it  is  hoped 
that  plans  for  demolition  of  unfit  dwellings  may  be  carried  out. 

6.  Sanitary  Accommodation. 

Within  the  district,  98.5%  of  closets  are  on  the  water  carriage 
system.  The  only  dwellings  which  are  not  connected  to  the  Council’s 
sewer  are  those  at  Moorside,  Low  Hill  and  one  or  two  isolated  houses. 
The  main  drain  which  lies  under  the  drive  to  Hawkswood,  Station 
Road,  has  been  re-laid  from  Station  Road  to  Hawkswood. 

7.  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

(a)  Refuse  Collection.  A weekly  collection  service  is  operated 
with  two  S.  & D.  Freighters,  one  having  a team  of  four  loaders  and 
the  other  having  two  loaders. 

The  type  of  refuse  varies  considerably  during  the  year,  and 
although  summer  collections  are  lighter  in  weight  than  in  winter,  the 
volume  is  increased  by  garden  refuse,  paper,  etc. 

The  Refuse  Collection  Service  has  been  highly  satisfactory 
throughout  the  year.  The  number  of  complaints  received  with  regard 
to  the  inadeqquacy  of  the  collection  service,  have  been  remarkably  few, 
and  most  of  these  were  made  during  or  following  spells  of  bad  weather 
or  after  Bank  Holidays.

(b)  Refuse  Disposal.  All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  means  of 
the  controlled  tipping  system  at  the  Esholt  Lane  tip,  which  is  so  sited 
as  to  give  little  cause  for  complaint.  Even  so,  all  necessary  steps 
are  taken  to  avoid  any  nuisance  being  caused  by  light  materials  blowing 
to  the  surrounding  countryside.  The  land  now  being  used  will  provide 
tipping  space  for  a considerable  length  of  time. 

Trespassing  on  the  tip  was  again  prevalent  during  the  year.  In 
March  a fire  was  started  and  I have  no  doubt  that  it  was  the  results 
of  tatters  and  other  people  who  were  sorting  the  refuse  for  the  recovery 
of  rags  and  other  saleable  material  which  have  been  in  great  demand. 
The  fire  was  not  easily  put  out,  the  tangye  pump  had  to  be  used  to 
draw  water  from  the  river  and  trenches  were  dug  into  the  tip  and 
flooded  with  water.  Six  weeks  elapsed  before  I was  satisfied  that  the 
fire  was  out.

8.  Salvage. 

This  year’s  total  income  from  the  sale  of  salvage  reached  the 
record  figure  of  £2,034,  but  although  this  figure  is  higher  than  in 
previous  years,  it  does  not  reflect  a true  picture  of  Baildon’s  recovery 
efforts,  for  of  this  amount  £1,820  was  due  to  the  sale  of  waste  paper. 
Waste  paper  was  in  great  demand  throughout  the  year,  the  resultant 
rise  in  price  being  inevitable. 

A comparison  of  the  figures  for  waste  paper  for  last  year  and 
this  year  are  shown  below: —

The  slight  increase  in  the  weight  collected  this  year  is  probably 
influenced  by  the  increased  use  of  poer  for  wrappings  in  shops,  and 
influenced  by  the  increased  use  of  paper  for  wrappings  in  shops,  and 
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also  by  the  salvage  bonus  scheme  for  the  outside  staff  which  com- 
menced on  the  first  day  of  the  year.  I am  convinced  that  a large 
amount  of  paper  is  being  burnt  or  otherwise  rendered  unfit  for  salvage.

1 0.  Bakehouses. 

All  of  the  ten  bakehouses  within  the  district,  one  of  which  is 
underground,  were  inspected  regularly,  and  in  only  two  instances  was 
it  necessary  to  draw  the  owners’  attention  to  Statutory  requirements. 
In  the  first  case  a white  glazed  earthenware  sink  needed  renewing, 
and  in  the  second  case  the  premises  fell  below  the  required  standard 
of  cleanliness.  No  Statutory  action  was  required  in  either  case,  the 
faults  being  rectified  without  delay. 

One  notice  was  received  from  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories,  re- 
ferring to  sanitary  accommodation  at  one  bakehouse,  and  after  serving 
an  informal  notice  upon  the  owner,  an  additional  water  closet  was 
provided  for  his  male  employee. 


11.  Ice  Cream. 

A high  standard  of  cleanliness  has  been  maintained  in  premises 
registered  by  the  Council  under, the  Baildon  Urban  District  Council 
Act,  1935,  or  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,~1938. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  20  such  premises  were  registered  under 
the  above  acts,  for  the  sale,  manufacture  or  storage  of  ice  cream. 

The  larger  ice  cream  manufacturers  are  keen  to  put  on  the  market 
ice  cream  of  good  quality  and  of  a high  standard  of  cleanliness,  and 
the  equipment  and  utensils  they  now  provide  to  retailers  selling  their 
products  are  quite  good.  However,  careful  attention  has  been  given 
to  all  premises  where  ice  cream  is  sold. 

12.  Factories  Act,  1937. 

The  majority  of  factories  within  the  district  are  situated  near 
the  river  Aire,  most  of  them  being  engaged  in  the  textile  industry. 

A gradual  improvement  in  the  working  conditions  is  noticeable 
each  year.  No  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  enforcing  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Act,  and  no  Statutory  action  has  been  necessary. 

Five  notices  were  received  from  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  with 
reference  to  nuisances  or  contravention  of  the  Act.  These  were 
inspected  and  abated. 
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1 3.  Milk  Supply. 

Eleven  samples  of  raw  and  heat  treated  milk  were  taken  and 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  by  the  methylene  blue  test, 
or  the  phosphatase  test,  with  the  following  results: —

Special  attention  is  given  to  the  methods  of  production,  storage 
and  handling  of  milk,  and  in  the  event  of  samples  being  unsatisfactory, 
thorough  investigations  are  made  in  order  to  locate  and  remedy  the 
cause. 

14.  Camping  Sites. 

During  the  period  of  the  report,  123  caravans  were  inspected. 
Generally  speaking  they  were  all  found  to  be  in  a clean  and  satisfactory 
condition. 

No  case  of  infectious  disease  was  discovered  during  the  in- 
spections. 

15.  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

A total  of  28  infestations  by  rats  and  mice  were  treated  during 
the  year,  of  which  6 were  major  infestations  by  rats.  Good  results 
were  obtained  on  most  occasions  and  all  treatments  were  carried  out 
in  accordance  with  the  methods  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries.

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1 6.  Complaints. 

The  total  number  of  complaints  received  during  the  year  was  263. 
Many  of  these  were  received  as  a result  of  the  complainant  being  an 
applicant  for  a Council  house  and  desirous  of  drawing  further  attention 
to  his  need  for  housing  accommodation  by  pointing  out  defects  in 
his  or  her  present  dwelling.  Where  repairs  were  necessary  they  were 
effected  without  much  difficulty. 

It  is  not  always  the  sizeable  and  more  conspicuous  of  the  tasks 
with  which  the  department  is  confronted  which  are  the  most  important 
the  smaller,  personal  problems  are  sometimes  more  worthwhile. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Members  of 
the  Council,  with  a special  word  of  thanks  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
Health  Committee.  The  help  and  advice  given  to  me  at  all  times 
by  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  (Mr.  R.  H.  Moore)  and  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  (Dr.  J.  Battersby)  is  deeply  appreciated.

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Maternity  Home. 

The  Maternity  Home,  Shipley,  is  administered  by  a Sub-Com- 
mittee under  the  Bradford  “A”  Group  Hospital  Management  Com- 
mittee. The  Sub-Committee,  of  which  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
is  a co-opted  member,  meets  monthly  at  Salt’s  Hospital  or  the 
Maternity  Home. 

• 

No  substantial  change  was  recorded  in  day-to-day  management, 
and  General  Practitioners  in  the  area  continue  to  attend  their  patients, 
the  services  of  the  Consultant  being  available  for  consultatibn  and 
emergencies.  Dr.  Buckle  conducts  the  Local  Authority 
Ante-Natal  Clinic  held  each  Wednesday  forenoon  for  women  booked 
for  delivery  in  the  Home.  This  close  liaison  between  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Local  Authority,  Regional  Board  staff  and  the  General 
Medical  Practitioner  Service  overcomes  difficulties  inherent  in  the 
National  Health  Service  Act. 

Admissions. 

Miss  Beaulah,  Matron  of  the  Maternity  Home,  has  provided  me 
with  the  following  statistics: — 

484  women  were  delivered,  274  from  Shipley,  142  from  Bingley, 
and  many  of  the  remaining  68  were  from  Baildon.  7 cases  were 
emergency  admissions  and  35  women  additionally  entered  for  ante- 
natal care.  Average  stay  8.34  days.  10.53  days  was  the  average  stay 
in  lying-in-beds.  The  average  daily  number  of  beds  occupied  was 
14.77. 

Special  Statistics. 

There  were  6 forceps  deliveries  out  of  484  cases.  There  were  6 
stillbirths  and  8 neo-natal  deaths.  4 women  received  blood  trans- 
fusions 

Consultant  Service. 

101  patients  were  seen  by  Mr.  Craig  ante-natally.  Total  attend- 
ances numbered  137.  Mr.  Craig  also  paid  35  women  special  visits 
in  the  Home.  Dr.  Langley,  Consultant  Psediatrician,  was  called  to 
examine  6 babies,  Mr.  Mortimer  Shaw  1 baby,  and  Mr.  Naylor  1 
baby.

Prematurity. 

One  Health  Visitor  and  the  Relief  Midwife  were  trained  at 
Sorrento,  Birmingham,  on  a special  course  on  Prematurity.  Two 
cots  were  available;  one  established  at  Salt’s  Hospital  for  Shipley  and 
Baildon,  the  other  at  Keighley  Depot  for  Bingley  and  Denholme. 

Notifications  of  birth  of  premature  children  to  the  Medical 

Officer  of  Health,  that  is,  children  of  5^-  lbs.  and  under,  were  made 
on  the  usual  Notification  Card.  65  babies  weighed  5^  lbs.  or  less, 
and  of  these  14  died  before  the  end  of  the  year.  Of  the  5 1 survivors, 
30  were  5 lbs.  or  over  at  birth,  16  were  4 lbs.  or  over,  4 under  4 lbs., 
and  1 under  3 lbs.  Of  the  14  infants  who  died,  3 were  5 lbs.  in 
weight  and  5 were  under  3 lbs.

Health  Visiting. 

Every  endeavour  was  made  to  diminish  routine  work  of  Health 
Visitors  in  the  Clinics,  substituting  as  was  appropriate  either  Assistant 
Health  Visitors  or  clerical  staff.  The  Health  Visitor  is  thereby  enabled 
to  concentrate  on  group  teaching  in  the  Clinic  and  personal  advice  in 
the  home. 

Apart  from  special  Health  Visitors  who  undertake  work  in 
Tuberculosis  and  mental  disease  and  an  Assistant  Health  Visitor  who 
supervises  clinic  work  at  Somerset  House,  there  are  ten  Health  Visitors 
and  School  Nurses  in  the  Division,  four  of  whom  operate  in  Shipley. 
One  is  frequently  asked,  even  by  medical  men,  “ what  is  the  work  of 
a Health  Visitor  ? ” and  I therefore  list  the  following  answer  as  part 
of  her  sphere  of  interest  and  duty.  Care  of  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers  and  their  babies;  Toddlers;  Clinics  for  Infant  Welfare;  Minor 
Ailments;  School  Clinics;  Infectious  Disease  enquiries;  Care  and  After 
Care  Service;  Care  of  the  Aged;  Institutional  admission  and  discharge 
of  patients;  School  Medical  Inspection  and  Head  Inspections;  Home 
Visits  for  School  Children;  Training  of  College,  Nursery  and  Health 
Visitor  Students;  Attendances  at  lectures  and  staff  meetings;  Sub- 
mission of  socio-medical  reports;  Contacts  with  Almoners,  Welfare 
Officers,  Housing  Managers,  National  Assistance  Board,  Probation 
Officers,  School  Teachers;  Supervision  of  Home  Helps;  Visitation 
of  Nurseries  and  liaison  work  with  other  workers  such  as  Midwives, 
District  Nurses,  General  Practitioners.  Additionally  there  are 
visitation  to  hospital  and  the  maintenance  of  records  and  reports. 
She  is  ‘ par  excellence  ’ a socio-medical  field  worker  and  essentially 
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a pivot  of  Health  Department  staff  work.  To  the  Health  Visitor, 
perhaps  more  than  any  other  preventive  health  medical  worker,  is  due 
the  remarkable  progress  in  child  health,  for  she  is  essentially  a home 
teacher  whose  training,  experience  and  judgment  is  at  the  disposal 
of  each  family.

The  three  Nurseries  with  50  places  each  and  facilities  for  the 
training  of  students,  had  an  active  year.  Although  priority  admission 
is  granted  for  medical  reasons,  substantially  the  largest  group  of  chil- 
dren is  where  mothers  are  engaged  in  the  textile  industry.  The  trade 
recession  did  not  materially  reduce  total  attendances.  Training  of 
children  in  health  matters  and  in  general  education,  meals  and  equip- 
ment, remain  of  a high  standard.  This  is  promoted  by  the  encourage- 
ment of  capable,  sympathetic  staff  and  reflected  in  the  health,  in- 
dependence and  charm  of  the  children.  Over  three  years  of  age  the 
child  benefits  from  these  social  contacts,  just  as  under  two  it  is  better 
left  in  its  mother’s  care.  Between  the  ages  of  two  and  three  is  difficult 
to  decide,  depending  much  on  the  mother,  the  home  and  brightness  of 
the  child. 
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Infectious  disease  continues  to  be  troublesome;  fortunately  it  is 
almost  always  mild.  There  is  a pronounced  tendency  in  the  nurseries 
to  over-administer  and  one  must  be  on  continuous  guard  against 
regimentation.  Broad  discretion  should  be  allowed  the  Matron  and 
her  staff  to  foster  the  atmosphere  of  each  nursery  and,  although  tech- 
nical details  matter  immensely,  a free  spirit  of  happy  enjoyment  is  the 
‘ sine  qua  non.’  The  cost  of  these  nurseries  is  considerable  but  are  so 
the  benefits  that  accrue,  as  a casual  visit  confirms. 


Matron  reports  to  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  each  Monday 
with  details  of  attendances,  waiting  lists,  priorities,  exclusions  and 
other  administrative  problems.
